Washington — The family of the late Pres- 


ident John F. Kennedy, which previously had 
allowed only representatives of the government 
to 
inspect 
pictures 
and 
X-rays 
of 
the 


assassinated leader's body, has now begun to 
let 
interested medical specialists 
see 
the 


items. 


Dr. John K. Lattimer, a New York physi- 


cian who has written and lectured extensively 
about the assassination, became the first person 
outside of government auspices to see the items 
when he examined them Friday in the National 
Archives here. 


He said they "eliminate any doubt 
com- 


pletely" about the validity of the Warren Com- 
mission's conclusion that Lee Harvey Oswald 
fired all of the shots that struck the president. 


The 65 X-rays, color transparencies and 


black-and-white negatives taken during the 
autopsy have been a focus of controversy 
because the Kennedy family had previously 
guarded them so closely that not even members 
and staff officials of the Warren Commission 
— which was appointed by President Johnson 
to investigate the assassinalion — were allowed 
to see them. 


Latlimer said the wound that blasted away 


most of the right side o[ the brain was horrible 
and the pictures should never be made public. 


Stronger Case With X-Rays 
But he concluded that the Warren Com- 


mission might ha\e made a stronger case if 
the staff personnel who prepared its report 
had had access to the pictures and X-rays. 
He said the items make three crucial points: 


First, th" initial bullet passed through the 


President's body 
at a 
distinctly 
downward 


angle, more so than the drawings released 
by the Warren report show. The artist who 
portrayed the path of the projectile into the 
back of Kennedy's neck and out the base of 
his throat made it seem to be travelling almost 
parallel to the ground, while the pictures show 
the front bullet hole is considerably lower than 
the one in back 


Some critics ha\c asserted this shot was 


fired from the front, by a second assassin 
hiding on a grassy knoll facing the presidential 
car. Lattimer said the front hole is so far 
below the back one that "if anyone were to 
have shot him 
from "the front, they would 


have had to be squatting on the floor of the 
car in front of him.'' 


Second, photos of the wound in the back 


of the neck show "what appears to be a circular 
bruise which is typical of wounds of enlrj" 
he said. 


Third, the X-rays prove the front and back 


bullet holes were made by the same bullet, 
which passed through the President's body and 
left two liny (lakes of metal and air in the 
tissues along the path between (he two holes. 


Some critics have suggested that the two 


bullet holes were made by separate bullets 
— one fired from 
the front and one 
from 


the rear. 


Other Items Also Seen 
Lattimcr was also allowed to see other 


items that have been shown to only a few 
persons, but have not been absolutely denied 
to nongovernmental experts These included the 
President's 
bloody 
a n d 
bullet-punctured 


clothing, the sole bullet which was found after 
the shooting and the President's back brace. 


The archives' records show that only twice 


during that period did the government 
ask 


to see the items. The first was when the 
physicians who performed the autopsy authen- 
ticated the pictures, and the second was in

Audubon Society Helps

Washington (UPI) — The U.S. Office 


of Education gave new impetus to the 
drive toward reform of local school 
financing Saturday in reporting that 
big city schools are being shortchanged 
in state education spending. 


A study of the financial status of 


84 urban school systems during the 
1967-68 school year revealed that 83% 
of big cities received less than the 
statewide average of state per pupil 
funds, the agency said. 


"In view of the evident plight of 


many urban schools, the 
inequities 


of current state school aid practices 
which this study reveals make it im- 
perative for each state to reassess 
its 
school 
finance 
procedures 
to 


determine how fairly 
its education 


dollars are being distributed," 
said 


Education Commissioner Sidney P. 
Marland Jr. 


The report gave no reasons why 


suburban and rural schools received 
a greater share of the state education 
dollar than urban schools. But the 
administration is known to be devising 
suggested 
substitutes 
for m a n y 


localities' primary reliance on the 
property tax for school funds. 


The California Supreme Court and 


federal district courts in Texas and 
Minnesota have ruled that property 
taxes are inequitable on grounds their 
use 
discriminated against 
p o o r 


neighborhoods and schools because 


their tax bass is smaller than more 
affluent areas. 


The latest study showed that while 


65% of big city school systems were 
able to raise more money from local 
sources than the statewide per pupil 
average, total revenues still fell below 
the statewide average because of low 
support at the state level. 


St. Louis, for example, received S182 


per pupil from the state, or S55 less 
than 
the 
statewide average 
for 


Missouri, 
while 
the 
local 
school 


system provided $10 more per pupil 
than the state average, the survey 
said. 


Total revenue amounted to $725 per 


pupil, which still was $42 less than 
the state average. 


"Although we in the f e d e r a l 


government are in the process of 
reexamining federal school aid prac- 
tices, the major share of local school 
revenues will continue to come from 
state and local resources,'1 Marland 
said.

Potshots at Tax System 


The most disconcerting characteristic of the 


•week-old 1972 legislative session is the reckless 
abandon with which a frightening number of 
senators are willing to tear apart the state's 
tax system. 


While no tax system ever will be adjug- 


ed perfect, the version put into cifcct in 
Nebraska in the past five years lias been 
widely bailed as one of the best in the 
country. Significantly, it was the result of 
yean> of study and deliberation by experts 
in public finance as well as public officials. 


But now a number of senators appear ready 


to take potshots at (he whole thing without 
a second thought. 


This 
tendency 
goes bejond 
the 
titanic 


struggle between Gov 
Exon and Sen. Ju!cs 


Burbach over exempting selected personal pro- 
perty from taxation. 


ft embraces proposals to restore some of 


the most discredited and self-defeating taxes 
that were properly scrapped when the com- 
prehensive sales and income lax package was 
enacted in 1967. such as the levies against 
household goods and intangible holdings. It in- 
cludes efforts to take away the sales tax from 
municipalities. 


Possibly the most insidious attack on 


the tax system is the willingness to shoot 


the state income tax full of loopholes In 
the form of special exemptions for this 
and that group which may be worthy enough 
beneficiaries but can only lead to chaos 
in the tax system. 


Sen. Richard Maresh of Milligan, for in- 


stance, is pushing a bill to exempt doctors 
from state income taxes for five years if they 
locate in a town of 2,000 population or less. 
Sen. Wallace Barnett of Lincoln is seeking 
to exempt servicemen from taxation during 
their first duty tours. Sen. Ramey Whitney 
of Chappell would allow certain investment 
credits to be deducted from the income tax. 


Unquestionably, the problems of medical 


care in small towns, military compensation 
and a droopy economy deserve attention. But 
they will not be solved by tinkering with the 
Nebraska tax system, and senators ought not 
attempt to do so. 


The 
legislators need 
only 
look at 
the 


loophole-riddled federal income tax system to 
understand the mischief with which they are 
toying. Those loopholes already are reflected 
in the Nebraska system, tied as it is to the 
federal arrangement. 


This probably is the biggest imperfec- 


tion in the Nebraska system. But there 
is no need to compound the trouble by 
making a sieve of the state income tax 
as well. 


The Prosperous City 


For a city to set a new construction record 


any year is an economic indicator of the most 
titilating sort. 


For Lincoln to set such a record in 


1971, the year of the doldrums nationally, 
is an even giddier indicator of just what 
a remarkable place we've got here. 


As was pointed out in Gene Kelly's year-end

Washington 
—It is no secret that not 


only is President Nixon the No. 1 football 
fan in the United States, but that he also 
has been instrumental in calling the plays for 
several football teams. 


Washington Redskin fans learned, much to 


their chagrin, that the President suggested an 
end-round play to George Allen which he said 
he'd like to see the Redskins use against San 
Francisco. Allen used it when the Redskins 
were on San Francisco's 10 yard line and 
Roy Jefferson was thrown for a loss to the 
22. The Redskins never recovered from the 
play. 


But President Nixon does not discourage 


easily, and last week it was reported in all 
the newspapers that he called Don Shula, coach 
of the Miami Dolphins, at 1:30 a.m. and told 
him he wanted him to try a pass to end 
Paul Warfield on a "down and in" pattern 
against the Dallas Cowboys in the Super Bowl. 


Every morning when the President gets 


up he is given a football briefing by Henry 
Kissinger on what took place during the night 
at all the camps. 


After the briefing, the President has a 


breakfast meeting with the National Strategic 
Football Agency, a top-secret group of men 
who advise him on the options he has regarding 
the various teams. 


Richard Helms of the CIA reports to the 


President on injuries the players have sustain- 
ed. He also shows the latest photographs taken 
by his agents who have infiltrated the teams. 


The head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff then 


gives his presentation, using graphs, to show 
the weaknesses of the offensive and defensive 
teams, and makes a case for more aerial 
bombing to avoid casualties on the ground. 


He is followed by "Jimmy the Greek" 


Snycier, one of the few outsiders who attends 
these meetings. Jimmy the Greek makes the 
betting line for all the football games, and 
President Nixon relies on his advice as much 
as anybody he talks to. 


After the President hears out all his ad- 


visers, he goes alone into his private office 
in the executive office building with a yellow, 
lined legal pad, to decide what to do. 


The President can get the best advice from 


every source. He can call on the greatest 
football minds in the country for guidance, 
and he has all the intelligence services in 
the country at his disposal. But when it comes 
down to the final decision, only Nixon can 
make it And that's what makes the presidency 
of the United Slates the loneliest job in the 
world.

Pursuing Politics Tax Free 


How would \ou like, in effect, to support 


without your knowledge or consent an 
elfort 


in Congress to provide a national minimum wage, 
compulsory health insurance or a host of other 
controversial issues'.' Probably, such a 
thing 


would appall most citizens. 


They would not like to have their money 


put into political efforts when they have nothing 
to say about it. But that is what would happen 
if the National Conlerencc of Catholic Charities 
wins its way. 


It is seeking to promote tax exemption even 


when it engages in political aflairs such as 
lobbying. Its spokesman says there should be 
opportunity for non-profit organizations to lobb\. 
Political neutrality, he argues, should not be 
a requirement for tax exemption. 


Under current law, tax exemption is granted 


lo an organization only if no substantial part 
of 
its 
operation involves propagandizing 
or 


otherwise attempting to influence legislation. 


We think that the law should remain intact 


and we hope that some clever \U'y around it 
is not found. If any group wants to lobby, lo 
propagandize the government or the general 
public, it should do so at its own expense. 


That means it .should not receive a 
tax 


benefit in the process ol carrying on such activi- 
ty. There should he no tax reward lo people 
who 
contribute to such causes 
1C very such 


reward i.s that much mure thai must be paid 
in taxes by the rest of us. 


Every 'ax exemption 
thai exists demands 


a corresponding tax payment by someone else. 
That means that il a group gains tax exemption 
(.oxfight l - r prosorvHti'in of the ICvcrgla/les, all 
' 


other taxpayers must chip in to offset the ex- 
emption loss. 


In other words, all of us help pay the cost 


of lobbying for preservation of the Everglades. 
Ma\be a lot of us would want to help preserve 
the Everglades but the same thing would apply 
to all political and social issues. 


The lobbying effort might be in behalf of 


an end to the highway trust fund, and we are 
not so sure that very many people would want 
to help pay the cost of that effort. It might 
be an effort here in Nebraska to make the 
do\e a game bird, to eliminate the one-house 
legislature, to enact a new tax or any number 
ol other things. 


The point is that everyone should not be 


made to pay for the efforts of special interest 
groups. These groups should pay for their own 
activities, which means they should have no 
tax exemption. 


If they do not believe enough in their obje- 


ctives to support them with their own money, 
then that is their problem. It would be a sad 
mistake for the federal government to provide 
lax-exempt status for organizations dealing in 
political activity. 


In the end, this would make just about every 


orgam/ation in the country tax-exempt. It would 
mean thai any money you paid lo these groups 
would ho deductible Irom your ledcral and state 
income taxes. 
Tins would be a rat's nest lo 


control and would result in substantial loss of 
nnemie at state and federal levels of govern- 
ment.

Nixon Jolts Europe Into Post-Postwar Era 


By THOMAS B. ROSS 


Washington — Preident Nixon's economic 


blitzkrieg has finally jolted Western Europe 
into the post-postwar era. 
There is now a 


general recognition, among European specialists 
in such matters, that the United States has 
decisively turned its back on the Marshall Plan 
psychology 
and will henceforth 
conduct its 


economic policy in terms of strict national 
self-interest. 


The various European governments have 


tried to put a good face on their response 
to the new economic policy handed down by 
Mr. Nixon on Aug. 15. 


But privately and bitterly the European 


economic specialists concede that the President 
has scored a major victory: he has forced 
an effective 9% devaluation of the dollar, only 
slightly less than his original goal; he has 
obtained major trade concessions, particularly 
for U.S. farm products; and he has created 
the conditions for an eventual $8 billion-a-year 
improvement in the U.S. balance of payments. 


He" has done it by playing the hard game 


of 
self-advantage, 
as 
the 
Europeans 
have 


always played it, and wielding U.S. economic 
power — no longer overriding but still pre- 
eminent — to the fullest. 


No European Illusions 


In their inner hearts the Europeans do 


not deceive themselves as to what has happened 
nor do they have any illusions as to their 
capacity to reverse the trend. 


Exports account for 16% of the Gross Na- 


tional Product (GNP) of the Common Market 
countries, but only ¥Tc of the U.S. GNP. Put 
another way, only 139o of U.S. production goes 
into exports as compared to 22% for the Com- 
mon Market as a whole, 37% for West Germany 
and 48% for Britain. 


In brief, the Europeans recognize that a 


trade war could keep the United States in 
a recession 
but would almost surely push 


Europe 
into 
a 
major, 
perhaps 
permanent 


depression. 


Treasury Secretary John B. Connally has 


been preaching these hard economic facts of 
life in his customary hard, Texas way. His 
European counterparts loath his manners, but 
have learned his lesson well. Nor have they 
been deceived by the seeming concessions and 
flattering words the President has been handing 
out at the mini-summits. 


In the Azores Mr. Nixon gave French 


President Georges Pompidou the formal an- 
nouncement that the dollar would be devalued. 
But in return for that — really the hidden 
goal of his Aug. 15 policy — he got Pompidou 
to agree to major concessions and to cave 
in on his original threat of a counterdevaluation 
to 
maintain 
the 
French 
competitive 
ad- 


vantage. 


In Bermuda, Mr. Nixon gave British Prime 


Minister 
Edward Heath 
the 
inevitable 
an- 


nouncement 
that the 10% import surcharge 


would be removed. 


In return, he got Heath to acknowledge 


the end of Britain's "special relationship" with 
the United States. 


In Florida Mr. Nixon gave West German 


Chancellor Willy Brandt a promise not to make 
a deal over his head on U.S. troop reductions 
in Europe 
during the President's visit to 


Moscow next May. In return Mr. Nixon got 
a blank check to negotiate the fate of the 
Western Alliance on virtually all other issues 


The President again asserted that he has 


no intention of withdrawing any of the 300,000 
U.S. troops in Europe until the Soviet Union 
agrees to mutual and balanced force reductions. 
But the Europeans remain tensely skeptical. 


The Europeans' worst fears on military 


and economic matters were reinforced 
when 


Peter G. Peterson, the President's assistant 
for international economic affairs, released the 
report that provided the theoretical underpinning 
of the new economic policy. 


The Europeans have long recognized that 


Henry Kissinger, Mr. Nixon's German-born ad- 
viser on national security affairs, is a shrewd 
practitioner of European-style power politics. 


The Peterson report, bluntly, often harshly 


critical 
of Europe's 
trade 
p r a c t i c e s , 


demonstrated that the President has an equally 
hard-nosed mentor on economic affairs.

Peterson, 45-year-old former chairman of 


Bell & Howell, is known \\ithin the government 
as the "economic Kissinger." His report, writ- 
ten with Kissinger-type intellectual precision, 
showed why. Calling for an end to postwar 
permissiveness in U.S. trade policies, Peterson 
declared that the "new realities" demand a 
"clearer, more assertive version of new national 
interest."

Washington — The paramount role that 


the Florida primary has suddenly attained 
in Sen. Hubert Humphrey's l o n g - s h o t 
chances of stopping Sen Edmund S. Muskie 
for 
the Democratic 
nomination became 


clear Dec. 29 when Humphrey's national 
campaign 
team 
held a secret 
strategy 


session in Bal Harbour, Fla. 


At the meeting, Humphrey's chances 


in Florida March 14 were rated high both 
by Major David Kennedy of Miami, his 
top Florida supporter, and by private polls 
just completed. But during the strategy 
session, it became clear that a Humphrey 
win in Florida would not merely be welcome 
but now had become an absolute necessity. 


Yet, only two months ago, Humphrey 


was inclined against any serious effort in 
Flroida or any early primary. What has 
made the difference is f r o n t - r u n n i n g 
Muskie's blitz, the scope of which his rivals 
belatedly have come to appreciate 
The 


truth 
is 
that 
Muskie 
could have 
the 


nomination locked up by the first week 
of May unless stopped in Florida. 


Those old Humphreyites not long ago 


cherished the hope of tne early candidates 
kecking each other cut in the primaries, 
enabling Humhprey to win at the July con- 
vention More recently, they hope he could 
get awav uith just entering late primaries. 
But by the Bal Harbour meeting, Muskie's 
blitz had 
destroyed such illusions. 


Indeed. Florida is deemed so important 


for Humphrey thai, uhcn the Humphrey 
inner circle assembled in Bal Harbour, 
plans called for him to formally announce 
his candidacy in Florida ( p r o b a b l y 
Tallahassee) Jan. 24. Those plans were 


quickly scrapped, at the strategy session, 
partly because Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York had announced his candidacy 
in Florida and ipartly because an even 
earlier official start was now clearly need- 
ed. 


With everybody objecting to Washington 


as a place for the announcement, Humphrey 
suggested Jan. 10 — the deadline for enter- 
ing 
the 
Pennsylvania 
primary 
— 
in 


Philadelphia. Humphrey told the meeting he 
was optimistic about cutting into Muskie's 
lead in Pennsylvania and expressed hope 
Mayor Frank Rizzo of Philadelphia would 
end up supporting him. 


Another reason cited at the meeting 


for Philadelphia as the announcement site: 
while Muskie is concentrating on what's 
wrong with America (as underlined in his 
announcement statement Jan. 4), Humphrey 
plans to support existing institutions and 
instead attack President Nixon's leadership. 


The Bal Harbour meeting next ripped 


up Humphrey's 
campaign schedule 
and 


worked up a new tentative draft con- 
centrating on primary states: Indiana on 
Jan. 14, Wisconsin on Jan. 16-17, Ohio on 
Jan. 
19, North 
Carolina on Jan. 22, 


California Jan. 24-25. 


But all agreed that Humphrey is doom- 


ed in all these states — and. probably, 
with politicians such as Rizzo — unless 
he quickly shows anew that he can win. 
The only place for that is Florida. So, 
after announcing in Philadelphia, Humphrey 
spends the rest of the week in Florida, 
uliere the hopes of his last hurrah can- 
didacy are concentrated to a degree he 
would not have dreamed possible just weeks 
ago.

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Edging Peking to Disarmament Table 


United Nations, N.Y. — The 


United States, the Soviet Union 
and other participants in the 
Geneva 
disarmament talks 


have made clear to China, 
forhially or informally, she has 
a standing invitation to join 
them at the conference table. 


• So far, Peking's only official 
reaction has been the one she 
voiced in the U.N. General 
Assembly: that she would not 
discuss disarmament "behind 
the backs" of non-nuclear na- 
tions. 


Aside from the obvious illogic 


of this position — ZZ non- 
nuclear 
c o u n t r i e s 
are 


represented at Geneva — it is 
apparent China is not a good 
prospect for serious arms con- 
trol negotiations at this time. 


Peking's views on the bomb 


have been made clear, at the 
U.N. and elsewhere; and they 
are not helpful. China would 
take the world back 20 years to 
discussion of total elimination 
of nuclear stockpiles. 


Total elimination is such an 


obviously impractical goal that 
its advocacy has long been 
equated with desire to avoid 
disarmament. 


So until the mid- or late 


1970s, the world is not likely to 
derive much benefit from sit- 
ting down at nuclear disarma- 
ment 
tables 
with represen- 


tatives of the Mao govern- 
ment. 


Talks Useful 


Not, that is, if one thinks in 


terms of treaties and other 
formal agreements. Disarma- 
ment 
talks 
serve 
o t h e r 


purposes,

— ones 


wh>ch the general public often 
overlooks. And these could be 
advanced by including Peking, 
if she would come. 


For example: 
— I n t e l ! igence-gathering. 


Proposals laid on a disarma- 
ment table inevitably reflect a 
country.'s military 
strengths 


and 
weaknesses — an 
in- 


stinctive effort to readjust the 
balance 
of 
military 
power

disarmament table. 


More 
significantly, 
arms 


control proposals 
reflect

country's 
assessment of the 


adversary's 
strengths 
and 


weaknesses — something the 
adversary can find extremely 
useful (even after 
allowance 


has been made for deliberate 
"cooking"). 


Factoring China 
into 
the 


Geneva talks could provide new 
and useful glimpses into Pek- 
ing's strategic thinking. 


—Private contacts behind the 


scenes. At Geneva, these are 
frequent and extensive, freely 
crossing ideological lines. For 
the West, the arms talks could 
be an important new channel of 
communication with Peking. 


—Propaganda. 
Sometimes 


the "appeal to world opinion'' 
has more than surface value; it 
can influence an adversary's 
policies. Moscow bowed, last | 
year, to pressure for a germ I 
war ban, separate from the 
more difficult prohibition on 
chemical warfare. 


Peking might not often be 


susceptible 
to such pressure, j 


Soviet

Whether the potential side 


benefits 
from 
disarmament 


talks will appeal to Peking is 
problematical. She might not 
soon consider herself a poten- 
tial net gainer. 


Given China's h i s t o r i c 


penchant for secrecy, the in- 
telligence g a t h e r i n g op- 
portunities might seem an 
unequal 
bargain. 
Informal 


backstage nose rubbing with 
the Russians (as, for example, 
if China were made a co- 


chairman) could be an embar- 
rassment. 


Competing successfully with 


Moscow for "third world" sup- 
port could involve undesired 
policy modifications — even 
perhaps, premature restraints 
on the Chinese nuclear weapons 
program. 


It is, therefore, more logical 


for Washington and Moscow to 
gesture invitingly t o w a r d 
Geneva than it would be for 
Peking to bow and accept. It 
will be a pleasant surprise if a 
Chinese seat is soon filled.

Two New Surveys Project 
Potentially Big Youth Vote 


Washington (UPI) - A pair 


of new surveys ou the potential 
"youth vote" in 
1972 gave 


evidence Saturday that many 
more young Americans may go 
to the polls this year than ex- 
perts have been predicting. 


Neither 
survey 
estimated 


how many of the 11.5 million 
newly enfranchised 
18 to 20 


year olds or 14.2 million 21 to 24 
year olds in the nation would 
actually vote. But some voting 
experts have predicted that the 
youth vote, potentially 18<% of 
the national total of eligible 
citizens, would amount to no 
more than 7% of actual votes 
cast next November. 


A survey of 102 cities by the 


research staff of the Youth 
Citizenship Fund, an organiza- 
tion 
seeking 
to encourage 


voting by young persons, con- 


cluded that nearly 36% of the 
nation's newly eligible 18 to 20 
year old citizens already is 
registered. 


The report said there were 


3.4 million voters under 21 in 
the 35 states covered by the 
survey and 1.2 million were 
registered. It called the results 
"extremely encouraging" and 
predicted that "at least 60%" 
of the 18 to ?n year olds would 
be registered by November. 
That would add about 7 million 
new registered voters to the 
roll, the o r g a n i z a t i o n 
reported. 


As for the actual 
voting 


performance of young citizens, 
the 
American 
Council 
on 


Education (ACE) reported that 
its annual survey of college 
freshmen — 1.6 million in 1971 
— found 75% intending to cast 
ballots in the 1972 presidential 
election. 


ACE researchers said 90% of 


the freshmen were aged 18 to 
20, and the Census Bureau 
reported earlier this month that 
college students represented 
about 26% of the entire group 
of potential new voters aged 18 
to 24. 


The 75% intention to vote 


reported by ACE contrasts 
sharply with the 33% actual 
voting rate for persons in the 
18-20 age group reported by the 
four 
states 
that permitted 


voting earlier than 21 before 
the 26th Amendment to the 
Constitution was approved last 
year. 


The census also reported that 


across the country, only 51% of 
21-24 year old eligibles actually 
voted, and the predictions that 
youth voting would range from 
5 to lco of the national total 
were based on those past pat- 
terns

a 13-year downtrend, with 
40% of adults of all faiths at- 
tending their place of worship 
in a typical week. 


The previous year 42% of 


adults, on the average, attend*

church 
or 
synagogue. 


Churchgoing in the U.S. has 
declined steadily since 1958, a 
peak year in attendance, when 
49% 
went 
to 
church 
or 


synagogue in a typical week. 


The decline in recent years 


has been most 
pronounced 


among Roman Catholics. In 
1971, 57% attended m^a typical 
week, 
following a' steady 


decline since 1964 when 71% of 
Roman 
Catholics 
attended 


church on the average. 


Churchgoing since 1964 has 


remained fairly c o n s t a n t 
among both Protestants and 
Jews In the 1971 audit, 37% of 
Protestants and 19% of Jews 
attended houses of worship in a 
typical week.

On the basis of laboratory 


tests with young children and 
separate 
experiments

rats, psychologist Devendra 
Singh has concluded that "the 
desire to work for a living Is 
quite widespread." 


In a report on his studies in 


the current issue of Psychology 
Today, Singh writes that even 
the rituals of primitive tribes 
are staged to give people the 
feeling they are 
controlling 


their environment. 


His 
tests 
showed 
that, 


children would rather work to 
get toys than have them hand- 
ed out free. The tests With 
rats demonstrated that animals 
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preferred to obtain food by 
working than to wait for it to 
freely dispensed. 


Singh, a professor at the 


University 
of 
Texas, 
was 


testing the idea that welfare is 
a handout which reinforces 
laziness and refusal to work. 


Youngsters 
In 
the 
ex- 


periments were allowed to 
take marbles from a plastic 
cup where they were dispensed 
freely or to obtain them by' 
pressing a lever. 


"Both boys and girls got 


significantly more marbles by 
working than they did by 
freeloading," Singh reports. 
"We did not find significant 
difference between the number 
of marbles the girls got and the 
number the boys got in the 
work condition."

arbitration 


boards on the Lincoln and Omaha 
campuses to deal with controversial 
expenditures. In adopting (he com- 
mittee's recommendations, (he board 
lifted the month-old suspension. 


Another report, on guidelines for 


campus 
newspapers, 
recommended 


increased nonstudent involvement and 
greater control by a student:faculty-. 
citizen publications committee. The 
regents accepted the student press 
report, deferring implementation of 
the recommendations 
until t h e i r 


February meeting. 


After 
the 
meeting, 
an NU

ministrator agreed that adoption of 
the reports marks a new direction 
in

nonacademic affairs. The trend during 
the last decade at NU has

Nebraska's 
national standing

3>8,UIH) to $10,000, but put off action for one week on granting 
retroactive pay raises for county employes through the 90-day 
wage-price freeze of Aug. 15. 


Notably, when the Douglas County Board raised the salaries 


of 
the commissioners 
from $8,000 to $12,000, it granted 


retroactive pay raises to the county employes ai the same 
time. 


There is no evidence of any employe rebellion yet, such 


as occuned about two years ago when the commissioners 
approved chaingmg employe pay periods from every month 
to every two weeks, which incurred the wrath of several 
budget-minded employes 


However, employes are privately commenting on the ob- 


vious: "They gave themselves raises, why not us?" 


Putting off the matter for a week did not ingratiate 


the commissionei s to the employes 


When the freeze took place, the commissioners estimated 


not quite $20,000 would be saved, and declined to make 
any budget or mill levy adjustments because the amount 
was so small. "We can use the money", commented Com- 
missioner Robert Colin Sr. at the time, in reference to county 
projects. 


The $20,000 savings was budgeted, levied for, and remained 


in the budget 
In light of the board's action on its own 


salaries — and the advce of County Attorney Paul Douglas 
that granting the retroactive raises is legal if the com- 
missioners want to — it's going to be difficult for the com- 
missioneis to turn down the employes Tuesday.

Ice fishing has been on the 


outdoor 
scene 
for 
several 


weeks in northern parts of 
Nebraska, and anglers to the 
south have just started to 
prepare for the sport.

fishermen

fishing game are haunted by 
the same questions — how 
much and what kind of ice will 
safely support my weight? Ac- 
cording to the Game and Parks 
Commission, the safe load ice

dependent on thickness, but 
there are some reliable rules of 
thumb to follow. 


For example, about three in- 


ches of clear blue lake ice will 
safely support one man, and 
four or five inches will take the 
weight of several anglers in 
single file.

You know the old phrase about "putting your money where 


your mouth is?" It means doing something, not just talking 
or complaining. 


It took on new meaning for three Lincolnites. men who 


became convinced of the vital need of a mandatory law requir- 
ing the use of "hunter orange'' clothing when hunting big 
game. 


The three so convinced are Gary C. Anderson, C. M. 


(Beechl Dale and Norm Mattson — all active hunters and 
all vitally concerned about problems of hunter safety. 


With the help of a friend they contacted the National 


Shooting 
Sports 
Foundation 
(NSSF), 
a Connecticut-based 


organization which has made a specialty of improving hunter 
safety nationwide, and the NSSF sent them "book and verse" 
on the many pluses of the use of hunter orange clothing. 


Gary, Beech and Norm say they are agreed that the 


only complete way to hunter safety is through a thorough 
educational program, but until a program such as that can 
get "off and running'' they favor the mandatory use of hunter 
orange. 


Accidents Have Declined 


"It is obvious from tire information we have been given," 


Gary said, "that hunting accidents have declined drastically 
in the states that make the color mandatory. 


"Tint's good enough for us.'' 
Included in the information they received from NSSF was 


a model hunter orange bill, one that NSSF strongly recom- 
mends because it will bring about nationwide uniformity. 


So the three took the model bill to Sen. Wally Barnett 


of Lincoln, ami asked that he sponsor such legislation when 
the 1972 Legislature convened. Sen. Barnett agreed with them 
that such a measure was necessary, and although he is allowed 
only 10 bills in the session, made it one of the 10. 


"It, makes all the sense in the world " the senator said. 


"I only hope my colleagues will feel the same way. Surely 
safety is of utmost importance to us all." 


All Active Hunters 


All three of the men are members of the Lincoln Chapter 


of the Izaak Walton League, and all were active when the 
Ikes provided an area in which the Lincoln Sunday Journal 
and Star's Young Hunter Safety Clinic could be conducted 
last fall. 


"We have our own Young Hunter Safety Program right 


within the Ikes," Mattson noted. "But all of these programs 
only do a part of the job. 


"After two big gar.ic hunters were accidentally killed last 


fall while being mistaken for game, it became clear to us 
that something else was needed immediately. 


"We feel hunter orange clothing is the answer." 
In the rush-rush of the short Legislative session this year 


the bill may never see action, but at least three Lincolnites 
and their state senator are hoping that it will. 


They feel that ven little in this world is more important 


thar. safety, in its many aspects. And if they can do something 
to make their sport saier, i!, will be well worth the time 
involved in making it so. 


They collectively put "their money where their mouth 


is!"

saw Robbins, 


Porofino, LaPuzza and Kantor whiz 
past in a couple of electric carts 
toward the third tee. 


"It was a nice day . . . sunny, 55 or 


60 degrees . . . and I wasn't busy," 
said Doty, "So I put on a sweater, 
grabbed my bag and walked out and 
asked if they would be willing to 
make it a fivesome."

By now, Doty was playing in a fog. 


He parred the eighth and ninth, 
played the back side in three under 
(four birdies and a bogey), then 


returned to the first and second holes 
to complete the round. 


The first is a 465-yard par five and 


Doty's second shot hit the trap. It 
was his first visit to the sand all day 
but he was equal to it. "I exploded 
the ball into the cup (for another 
eagle),"he said. 


That put him 14 under par for'17 


holes but a bogey on the 380-yard 
second hiked his score to 59. 


Doty left for the Bahamas the'Hay 


after his round and teamed with 
three Brookwood members to finish 
second there in a pro-am tourney.

But there were the 
two 


Anti-Scalping Bill 
To Be Introduced

The nicely-lucrative practice of scalping football tickets would 


become a crime in Nebraska under a bill Lincoln Sen. William 
Swanson says he'll bring into the 1972 Legislature. 


Scalping of University of Nebraska football tickets last 


fall admittedly earned some persons hundreds of dollars, so 
great was the demand to see the unbeaten Cornhuskers in 
combat. 


There were stories about the scalping in a number of 


Nebraska newspapers. 


Swanson noted "much publicity" about scalping, even to 


the boldness of some ticket holders of placing newspaper 
ads and quoting inflated prices. 


"I just don't think that's right," the Lincoln legislator 


declared. 


If a person has football tickets he can't use, then Swanson 


said he sees no objection in those tickets being sold for 
their original price. "But I sure don't think this is a commodity 
which ought to be a profit-making thing for some people," 
he said. 


Details of the anti-scalping measure still were being 


researched late last week. 


Swanson said the crime of scalping would be classified 


as a misdemeanor. The lawmaker hasn't settled upon a recom- 
mended penalty for violation. Usually, sentences for misde- 
meanor crimes involve the possibility of a fine and-or a jail 
sentence.

^offensive success. Most folks will 


claim the Cornhuskers were basically 
a running -team and point to the 
repeated I-back smashes of Jeff Kin- 
ney for proof. 


Yet all the while Tagge 
was 


establishing all-time Nebraska records 
for passing, number of attempts, 
touchdown tosses . . . and comple- 
tions! 


This past season he connected on 154 


of 258 aerials for 2,178 yards (well 
over a mile!) and 17 TDs. It added up 
to an 
amazing 
.597 
completion 


average. And just four of Ms 258 at- 
tempts were intercepted. 


Yet is was accomplished in such a 


workmanlike manner and mixed so 
skillfully with the running game that 
the Huskers could never foe defensed 
against one phase while ignoring the 
other. 


Steady, confident, determined play 


was a big factor, offensive backfield 
coach Mike Corgan asserts. "Some 
teams get up to a high emotional pitch 
for a game," he says, "and because of 
that they will knock off somebody they 
shouldn't 'beat. But they'll also lose 
some games they shouldn't because 
they can't always get up to that pitch. 
Our team didn't have to depend on 


that to win. They understood. They 
believed in themselves and the plan of 
the coaches. When it was time to play, 
they turned on the button." 


Every good team needs <M other 


important ingredient to succeed, that 
of escaping serious injury. Though 
Nebraska had the added insurance of 
talented depth, the Cornhuskers suf- 
fered injury which cost playing time to 
only three first-string players during 
the .gruelling 13-game schedule. 


"But that's not all luck," Nebraska 


trainers Paul Schneider and George 
Sullivan claim. 


"One of the big factors in our suc- 


cess was the physical condition of the 
players," Sullivan says. "When our 
kids see the opponent start td fade in 
the second half, yet they're still able 
to go at full speed, it gives them some 
extra confidence." 


Sullivan says injuries are more 


likely when a player is tired. "The 
coaches changed our 
conditioning 


program two or three years ago. After 
long study, our coaches came up with 
a series of exercises which are all 
designed to improve four things — 
speed, agility, stamina and strength. 
These are all necessary football skills. 
So, our program not only gets the 
player in fine condition, but aids in his 
ability to play the game better." 


It's the combination of a lot of things 


that makes a team great. Nebraska 
had them all, again, in 1971.

Incredulous, But Impressed

Football Cornhuskers had just won 
their first game of the 1971 campaign. 
"I just can't believe we're that bad," 
Oregon mentor Jerry Frei observed 
.after the Big Red had stormed to a 
lopsided 34-7 victory. "Maybe as the 
season continues we'll find out that we 
weren't that bad, but rather that 
Nebraska is really that good." 


After methodically subduing.all but 


one of its 12 regular-season foes with 
the same comparative ease, Nebraska 
was involved in its second "Game of 
the Century" against Alabama in the 
Orange Bowl. 


But it was just midway through the 


second quarter and the Huskers held a 
commanding 28-0 advantage. "Ah jus' 
cain't understand it," a Crimson Tide 
partisan in the press box drawled. 
"We've won 11 in a row this year. 
We've nevah looked this bad." 


Familiar Theme 
It was a familiar theme, which had 


been repeated after each of the 11 
games between that Oregon opener 
and the final Orange Bowl triumph 
which gave Nebraska its second suc- 
cessive national title. 


Even Devaney and many loyal Big 


Red fans were stumped to explain the 
CornhuSkers' prowess during the early 
stages of the season. 


"I'm not sure how good we are," 


Devaney would say each Monday 
while reviewing the latest game for 
the Extra Point Club members. "Now 
this next opponent should give us a 


Dependability, as best 
illustrated by I-back 
Jeff Kinney, was a 
positive factor on the 
1971 Nebraska team. 
Kinney became Ne- 
braska's all-time rush- 
ing leader and out- 
gained more herald- 
ed backs in every 
head-to-head compar-

good test. They should provide a good 
measuring stick. Maybe nexl week 
we'll know." 


Then Devaney's offense would pro- 


mptly go out and score its normal five 
or six touchdowns, the Black Shirt 
defense would proceed to blank the 
opponent or giye up one stingy TD 
after the outcome was no longer in 
doubt, and the wonderful quandary 
would continue. 


What made Nebraska 
so great? 


There are a lot of answers. Poise. 
Depth, Attitude. Coaching. Defense. 
Determination. Explosiveness. 
Con- 


fidence. And a lot of tremendously 
talented players. 


Iowa State coach Johnny 
Majors 


summed it up midway through the 
season after the Huskers blanked his 
Cyclones, 37-0. "Nebraska is the most 
complete team I've seen since I've 
been in the Big Eight. Not only is their 
defense fantastic, but on offense the 
quarterbacking of Jerry Tagge is 
great, the. fullbacks (Bill Olds and 
Maury Damkroger) play exceptional 
ball and. that Johnny Rodgers 
is 


something else." 


The qualities which made the cur- 


rent Cornhuskers so great were never 
more apparent than in the closing 
moments of Nebraska's only real test 
of the campaign, the season's first 
"Game of the 
Cenlury" 
against 


Oklahoma on Thanksgiving Day. 


The Sooners, No. 2 in the nation at 


the time, 
were ahead 
with just 


moments remaining. 


That's when poise, a t t i t u d e , 


determination, and confidence came to 
the fore. 


The Huskers didn't panic. Their 


gutty field-length drive to score in the 
final minute and a half turned defeat 
into victory. 


The chips-down effort dispelled all 


the early-season talk that "Nebraska 
didn't look all that good, the opposition 
just played poorly." For the or.ly time 
during the season the job HAD to be 
done. And it was! 


"The pride that these guys have in 


Nebraska football has been built up 
over three years," Devaney said of his 
seniors. "And the younger kids, who 
haven't been beat, don't want to be 
beat". 


23 Straight Wins 


Now the victory string stands at 23 


and it's been 32 games since Nebraska 
went down to defeat. 


Though most of the attention was 


directed to the defense throughout the 
year, the offense showed unbelievable 
consistency. In 13 games, never less 
than 31 points! 


The Husker offense went about its 


task with such a businesslike approach 
that the result was seldom noticed, 
with the exception of the many long 
punt and kickoff returns by Rodgers. 


And even Rodgers seemed to save 


such heroics for when they were 
needed 
most. 
His 
punt 
return 


touchdown against Oklahoma proved 
the difference in the Huskers' first 
crucial 
matchup 
and his 77-yard

Mechanical Mysteries Explored By Women

The only information about milking cows that most 


children have now is provided by Captain Kangaroo. 


But it wasn't always that way. Almost anyone who 


has grown up on a farm can remember the cold winter 
mornings and chore time. 


The deeper the snow buried the ground, the deeper 


the pile of comforters that buried the kids who slept in 
the unheated upstairs bedrooms. 


Father woke up first, and after starting the wood 


furnace, headed for the barn. Mother was up soon after 
to begin cooking the standard breakfast of pancakes, bacon, 
eggs and oatmeal. 


Up Right Now 
Periodically she would yell up the stairs: "You kids 


get up RIGHT NOW or you'll be late for school." 


Sleepy yawns would be her only response — until Father 


came in to warm himself up. "You yell at 'em Dad," 
Mom would suggest. 


And as Dad barked his command of "You kids do 


what your mother says," the sound of feet hitting the 
icy floors was heard instantly. 


The kids dressed downstairs, fighting over who got 


to stand on the register to warm their feet. Amid their 
protests of how sorry everyone was going to be when they 
froze to death, the youngsters bundled up. Mom, with a 
noticeable lack of sympathy, commented on how good it was 
going to feel to snuggle up to a warm cow. 


'Mom Had To Help' 


On that note, the trek to the barn to milk the cows 


began. Of course, Mom had to help too. 


While the cows patiently stood in their stanchions relishing 


their hay, 
the milkers sat on the milk stools, 
(actually 


just two pieces of wood hammered together in a T-shape) 
as the milk hit the bucket in a soft ssh-ssh rhythm. 


The milk was separated from the cream with a machine 


called—oddJy enough — a cream separator. The milk was 
used for family and farm animal consumption — including 
the congregation of kittens that always appeared at milking 
time. The cream was sold. 


SA Rarity' 
But the ritual of milking by hand is almost obsolete. Ac- 


cording to Emery Nelson, Lancaster County Extension Agent, 
"It's really a rarity." 


"I know of no one in Lancaster County who milks 


by hand," Mr. Nelson said. ''This doesn't mean there isn't 
anyone but at most there probably would be only one 
or two farmers ia this county who milk by hand." 


The great majority of farmers who have milk cows 


now are dairymen who use milking machines and sell 
bulk milk to dairies, he explained.

crippled by the disease that 
threatened to end her career. 


"There 
is no 
cure, 
you 


know," she said, 
' ' o n l y 


remarkable recovery of func- 
tion with good medical care — 
if the disease is treated prompt- 
ly and properly. 


"I was affluent enough to 


have excellent medica1! care and 
to be able to take the time to 
rest and to help myself by 
swimming in my own warm 
pool. 


"I am concerned about those 


wilh arthritis who can't stay 
home from work, who can't get 
the proper care, who can't 
swim as I did to help my 
recovery. 


"I have in mind persons who 


must scrub or sew and use 


their hands when they should 
be resting."

To all of those who are told 


for the first time this year that 
they have arthritis (there will 
be 250,000 hearing the bad 
news), Miss Russell would say: 


"Go to a rheumatologist, a 


specialist and not a regular 
doctor for treatment.

New York(UPD-The Aztec 


Indians, first people known to 
have consumed chocolate as a 
foot;, also used it as a counting 
unit, the Chocolate Information 
Council reports.

There's not a whole lot you can do while you're 


waiting to check out at the supermarket. Once you've 
unloaded your cart, about the only entertainment 
left 


is looking at the food your neighbor plans to serve 
and how she pays for it. 


I am frankly fascinated by both. 


Today 
I 
went 
a 
step 
further 
and 
watched 


shamelessly 
while 
a 
shopper 
filled 
in her 
check 


stub—silently noting that, from a financial viewpoint, 
just about everything she did was wrong. 


But then I question the idea of taking a checkbook 


out of the house in the first place. 


Spent More 


I used to do this and I'm convinced that I spent 


more money, indulged in more impulse buying and 
kept far less accurate records than with the system 
I use now. 


This system is more simple than it sounds, but 


it does demand three things: 


Some planning time just before payday. 


Prompt action once a paycheck is in hand. 


Proper use of a desk checkbook 
which contains 


two or more lines on each stub. 


Best Way 


Because I believe that the best way to be in control 


of your money is to get in control before that money 
comes in. 


I'd like to see you receive your paycheck (or 


household money) with a plan in hand showing exactly 
how much will go into savings, how much into your 
checking account and the amount and denominations 
you will need in cash. 


Then write all checks at home—or away if you 


must (carry two or three checks and temporary stubs 
for emergencies)—but wherever you are, write that stub 
first and take your time doing it. With only a little 
extra effort, your stub can become the record you 
need for budget analysis and tax records. 


For example, \vhen I write a check for cash for 


my weekly grocery and spending money I note on 
the stub how much is allocated for groceries, for dry 
cleaning, sitters, etc. 


When paying a department store bill by check the 


first line of the stub will carry the name of the store, 
the second might read: clothes, Mike ?35-wedding gift 
$15-furniture $40. The total, or amount the check was 
written for, would be entered following the dollar sign. 


I use such records in annual and semiannual tallies 


to sec how spending is going by budget category — 
food, clothes, gifts, etc. Altho I have encountered it 
on more than one client's spending statement, there 
is no category titled "department stores." 


I also break down amounts for tax records. A lumber 


bill might include both house improvement and main- 
tenance. Knowing that all home improvement costs must 
be kept for reducing possible capital gains when the 
house is sold, I note how much went for each. 


Into Categories 


Similarly, drugstore expense is broken down to 


show how much was spent for tax deductible prescription 
drugs, how much for grooming, etc. 


Sales tax is noted for substantial purchases 
and 


cancelled checks are kept, as well as cash receipts, 
to verify tax deductions. 


I thought of all (his as I watched the woman in 


the checkout line write the store name on her stub, 
get $20 back in cash, and rush from the building. 


But don't think I'm the only busybody there. Our 


small town is full of people who seem to know everyone's 
business. 


Once, when I had grabbed a bunch of frozen pizzas 


for an impromptu party, the check-out lady paused 
long enough to blurt, "Boy, I can sure think of a 


couple of ways you could have saved some money."

Garden Gossip 
Starling 
Serious 
Nuisance 


By EMERY W. NELSON 
County Extension Agent 


Birds often become a serious 


nuisance. 
. The European starlings are 
one of the more offensive. They 
are noisy, especially messy and 
often quite distructive in large 
numbers. Besides 
they 
are 


known to carry diseases of 
humans such as encephalitis 
and others. 


In 
the city 
they 
are 
a 


particular problem where they 
roost. 


They often choose a group of 


evergreens and in some in- 
stances kill the trees with then- 
abundant excretia. This oc- 
curred at the Veterans Hospital 
in a fine grove of pines, and 
also m a group of cedars ui 
northeast Lincoln. 


Perhaps even worse is the 


odor when warm weather ar- 
arnves. The smell from a star- 
ling roosting area can 
be 


almost unbearable. 


Controlling 
the 
European 


starling in town is nearly im- 
possible 
Three methods are 


often 
tried 
with 
varying 


decrees of SUCCPSS

One is to scare them away. 


Noise devices and flashing 


lights will startle the starlings 
and 
with persistency 
may 


cause them to seek shelter at 
another location Noise devices 
may not be acceptable to some 
of your neighbors and a check

permission. 


Another method is the use of 


poisons. 


They are effective in killing 


the starlings but can cause in- 
jury to other birds. Several 
products are 
sold for this 


purpose but are best when 
placed in the hands of a pest 
control operator.

1971 Was Bad Year for Most Churches 


By LOUIS CASSELLS. UPI 
The past year was pretty 


hairy for many churches. 


Some suffered actual declines 


in membership, attendance and 
contributions. Others managed 
to hold their own. but failed to 
achieve any growth. Relatively 
few did not show at least some 
symptoms of stagnation. Many 
were riven 
by i n t e r n a l 


dissension and ugly bickering. 


Whether things will improve 


in 1972 is an open question. 
There are some hopeful signs 
on 
the 
horizon—the "Jesus 


Movement" among young peo- 
ple; an upswing in financial 
contributions in some major 
denominations; the quiet but 
steady growth of the "prayer 
cell'' 
or 
"house 
church1' 


movement 
in 
which 
small 


groups of committed Christians 
share deeply with one another 


the burdens and joys, the faith 
and doubts of daily life in a 
troubled world. 


Against these 
encouraging 


developments must be weighted 
several continuing trends that 
bode ill for religious institu- 
tions. 


One is a spirit of defeatism

reflected in substantial defec- 
tions from the ministry and in

Four-Day Work 
Week Stumbles 
In Government 


the Capital City 


By SCOTT HOOBER 


The four-day, 40-hour work week 


may well be the coming thing for 
manufacturing plants, but if Lincoln's 
experience means anything it may 
not do a thing for city government. 


The four-day week — which had 


spread to some 600 firms and about 
.1% of the nation's work force by 
last summer, according to the U.S. 
Labor Dept. — offers workers a 
three-day weekend in exchange for 
a 10-hour work day. 


Theoretically, the plan offers flex- 


ibility, 
increased 
employe 
morale 


(with lower absenteeism), less com- 
muting and a 20% reduction in start- 
up time for some operations. 


But an experiment in Lincoln's city 


Law Dept. seems to indicate iht> 
vaunted flexibility is a will of the 
wisp. 


City Atty. Richard Wood said the 


experiment involved four c l e r k - 
stenographers on the civil side of 
the department's operations. It lasted 
about three weeks. Each day except 
Tuesday one of the women was off, 
and that upset the department's work 
schedule. 


"Because of the press of getting 


out all the work, particularly for 
the City Council, we found we re- 
quired all stenographers in the office 
five days a week." Wood explained. 
"It just wasn't working out for us 
because of the nature of the work 
we do." 


Work Coordination 
Wood didn't attempt the shift on 


the criminal side, where attorneys 
and clerks must coordinate their 
\\ork 
with the hours that court is 


in session and other offices are open. 
The women on the civil side were 
coming in earlier and leaving later 
than most city employes. 


The experiment was apparently a 


success as far as morale was con- 
cerned. "It 
worked well." mused 


Mary Michel, one of the four. "For 
a while." 


"I 
think they liked it," 
Wood 


agreed, and were "all quite disap- 
pointed" when they had to switch 
back Two of the four had husbands 
with non-weekend days off, so the 
four-day week gave the™ an extra 
day with (heir families. 


Personnel Director Walt Mitchell 


was willing to give the experiment 
a chance. But he admitted when it 
started he was skeptical. "At first 
glance, it looks like a beautiful thing. 
Alter review, it's another story."

and have the option of shuffling lunch 
hours or skipping them entirely. 


One city department has been on 


a four-day, 40-hour week since 1967. 


That's when the city's personnel 


code was revised with respect to 
overtime. Until then, workers at the 
sanitary landfill put in 60 to 70 hours 
a week. 


Since the dump is open about 10 


hours a day, seven days a week. 
Public Works Director Robert Ober- 
ing decided that its nine employes 
fit neatly into a 4-day pattern. Eight 
of the nine work four-day weeks, 
and there is little overlap. 


Another area where the four-day 


week works well theoretically is data 
processing, where the cost of the 
machines demands they be used long 
hours each day. 


Work Force Size 
But Finance 
Director 
J a m e s 


Mallon said the city's data processing 
division simply isn't big enough to 
make the change. Some employes 
already work odd hours, but on a 
five-day schedule. Mallon said there 
isn't enough proven benefit to the 
four-day 
week 
to 
reschedule 
all 


computer work. 


That 
illustrates 
one 
of t h e 


drawbacks of a condensed week for 
government: Many offices must he 
open on a five-day, or even a six-day 
schedule. 


Atlanta, Ga., another city which 


tried the four-day week, learned this 
the hard way. 


Four offices — all of the Personnel 


Dept. and parts of housing, data 
processing and the bridge repair 
section of public works — went to 
a four-day week last July. According

month and personnel gave up the 
fight on Jan. 1.

New York — A resurgent economy 


will require 
a record 
volume of 


financing in 1972. But despite the 
massive demands, 
which on some 


estimates could reach as high as $160 
billion, a startling 70% above the $90 
billion total raised in tight-money 1969, 
the impact on interest rates — at 
least in the long-term sector of the 
market — should be only moderate. 


There is a broad consensus among

forecasters that, while the need for 
capital in all its forms should be at 
an all-time high, a combination of 
a ready availability of funds and a 
steady winding down of inflation this 
year should serve, at least in part,

These opposing pressures could well 


be translated inio a broad band with 
which interest rates on long-term high 
grade bonds would fluctuate this year

In many ways, the broad pattern 


in the long-term capital market this 
year should be very similar to the 
latter part of 1971, when rates were 
steady or declining, even though a 
very heavy pace of financing w a s 
continuing.

Lincoln Loan Itch 


By GENE KELLY 


Lincoln banks are almost itching 


to loan you money. There's a lot 
of it in those gleaming vaults and 
electronic ledgers that isn't working 
for the banker, and so it's available 
at lower rates,, say local bankers. 


While this is generally true all over 


the country, it's underlined by the 
strong Lincoln economic picture. A 
cross-section of local bankers say 
that more money is available — at 
better rates — than in many months. 
This may be the best time all year 
to buy a new car or float a business 
loan, based on the price of money. 


Although 1971 is being called the 


best year 
in 
Lincoln's 
economic 


history, the demand for loans locally 
has not been above normal. "In fact 
it's been down, but not like we've 
seen it plunge in the big money- 
market cities," noted Glen Yaussi, 
board chairman, National Bank of 
Commerce. 


Increase in Deposits 


And more money is there to be 


loaned because deposits have in- 
creased, the bankers say. Yaussi 
credits this to a "good agricultural 
year" and a "very stable, sound 
economy across the state." 


People have been saving money 


at a high rate, agreed Charles E. 
Knight, vice president, Citizens State 
Bank. "And since we're in the money 
business — buying it wholesale and 
selling it retail — we like to see 
it working for us, so we can live 
off 
the 
markup 
like 
any 
other 


business." 


Bank executives say that pressure 


is building to cut interest rates paid 
on savings deposits. And although 
several West Coast banks have made 
\"> 
r/e cuts, this is unlikely in Lincoln, 


unless 
loan 
demand 
dries 
u p 


further. 


As Yaussi explained: ''Our loan-to- 


deposit ratio a year ago was about 
65r6. Now it's 62Cc, indicating a little 
more freedom, 
or 
availability of 


money. When these figures fall below 
60<r, you can say that a bank is 
really hungry for loans." 


Will loans be easier to obtain, with 


the Consumer 


easier guidelines? Lincoln bankers 
say local loan requirements will re- 
main quite liberal, compared with 
other metropolitan areas. 


And the pendulum swing of supply 


and demand — which governs the 
ups and downs of interest rates and 
the supply of money — is much 
less severe on the Great Plains than 
on the coasts. Fluctuations in the 
prime lending rate are noted in 
Nebraska but not always echoed. 


If 
business demand 
for money 


picks up, there's likely to be an 
upward pressure on interest rates, 
both short and long-term. 


Cost to Banker 
Smaller loans are r e f l e c t i n g 


somewhat the stairstep tumble of the 
prime rate, now at 6'/49o in most 
banks. But short-term rates aren't 
likely to dip much lower, bankers 
say, due to the cost of making a 
loan. For example, a small loan — 
anything up to $5,000 — on a car 
won't go much lower than 10.5 or 
119b on an annual basis. 


A car loan may be a better bargain 


than a long-term loan, according to 
Don W. Kelly, executive vice presi- 
dent, West Gate Bank. "Those auto 
loan rates are about what they were 
20 years ago," he noted. 


"Short-term rates have gone down 


more than the long-termers," ex- 
plained Yaussi. "but they are also 
subject to more pressure and fluc- 
tuations."

obligation, if he can get a firm rate, 
one 
without 
an 
escalator 
clause, 


bankers agree. 


•'We're a smaller bank, with a 


SlOO.OOn limit on loans, but we have 
adequate funds for the long-term in- 
vestment," Knight said. He predicted 
that the attitude of the consumer, 
which he termed ''fairly optimistic," 
is going to have more impact on 
the nation's economy ("it's going to 
speed our recovery") than shifts in 
the prime rate.

If history is any guide, new budgets to be revealed 


this week 
by the governor and 
the Legislature's Ap- 


propriations Committee will grossly understate the state's 
reliance on federal funds. Thai's due to the kind of bookkeep- 
ing a number of agencies maintain. 


Example: Every penny of tihe Department of Roads' 1972-73 


budget figure of nearly .$104 million is listed as "cash" 
funds, with nothing in the federal fund column. That, of 
course, is plainly absurd. Tens of millions of dollars, maybe 
nearly halt of the entire Roads Dept. budget, comes from 
Uncle Sam. But because payments from Washington always 
are listed as reimbursements for work done, they get a 
cash fund designation. Same thing is true in the Aeronautics 
Dopt. and several other agencies wnich are big users of 
federal 
dollars.. None of the services would have been 


performed 
in the first place if n;t in accordance with 


a federally-financed project. 


Just last week several state government "advances" 


received publicity. A machine to give drivers their operator's 
test was unveiled. Who paid for it? Federal funds. The Motor 
Vehicle 
Dept. 
went 
on a 
24-hour 
schedule, furnishing 


teletype information to lawmen on registrations. Who's pay 
for the extra help? Federal funds. A manual providing 
a guide to available state social and economic services 
was distributed. Who helped finance it? That's right, federal 
funds. 


Careful reckoning might reveal that of a half-billion-dollar 


state budge!, tor next year, ledeial funds might come close 
to dc.ually provid.ng maybe S190 million, rather than a 
figure much smaller. One need n t pass judgment to sav 
it's good or bad to recognize tnis fact: Nebraska 
could 


no mere have a state government approximating a 20th 
Century model without federal funds tnan the Corr-.huskers 
could be national football champs enjoying only graduates 
of .Nebraska high scaoois.

II. 


None of the forgoing is true, 


of course, but a naval war 
game fought recently by the 
University of Nebraska Naval 
ROTC Department resulted in 
a victory for the Russians. In 
the 
real 
battle, 
J a p a n 


overwhelmingly defeated the 
Russians, and that 
Japanese 


triumph, of 1905. served to keep 
Imperial Russia out of the Far 
East. 


Naval war gaming was in- 


troduced 
to 
the 
NROTC 


Department last year by Cdr. 
Norman T. Hansen, USN, the 
executive 
officer 
for 
the 


department, to leach budding 
career naval officers strategy, 
tactics, individual ship-handl- 
ing, leadership and experience 
in being able to function under 
pressure. 
Replaced Models 


The introduction of the game 


was particularly 
t i m e l y , 


Hansen 
says, 
because 
the 


NROTC 
had 
just 
recently 


dropped the use of very ex- 
pensive ship models in a large 
water-filled tank to teach ship- 
handling. 


This left a gap, so when a 


former Navymarc came to the 
department with a request to 
use the large ".pit" of the 


building 
for 
a naval game, 


Hansen saw an opportunity to 
supplant t'he recently 
la-psed 


ship-handling operation 
with 


one that costs nothing but hours 
of volunteer labor. 


The 
naval game, dubbed 


"The Game of Admirals" by 
Ivan Travnicek, its inventor, 
has 
several 
additional 
ad- 


vantages. 


Up to 30 people can play or 


referee at one time, and a 
whole battle such as Tsushima 
can be played in eight hours. 


Philippine Situation 
Last winter, a series of bat- 


tles depicted a fictional, but 
highly possible.

Education Program (NESEP) 
at the University manned the 
historically victorious Japanese 
fleet against fane Russian force 
commanded by the designer of 
the rules. 


Travnicek, by better handling 


of his forces sank nine of the 12 
Japanese ships against the loss 


of only one of his own 12 and 
demonstrated to the students 
what 
leadership 
combined 


with sound tactics c a n ac- 
complish against a poorly-led 
force using bad tactics. 


Situation Reversed 


If this was not enough of a 


lesson, Travnicek then took the 
same Japanese force that was 
so badly defeated in the game 
against the same Russian force 
and appeared on the verge of 
reversing the outcome when 
the Military and Naval Science 
Building bad to be closed for 
the day. 


There 
are 
38 University 


students who are enlisted Navy 
men with over four years of 
service and being sent through 
school in the NESEP program. 
Upon graduation, these men 
must serve two years in the 
Navy for each year they spend 
in school. But they will be com- 
missioned naval officers with a 
considerable boost 
in 
pay, 


prestige and responsibility. 


In addition, tfiere are 103 


NROTC students in a four-year 
academic program leading to 
commissions.

Travnicek said this \s exactly 


what he and Hansen want: To 
place future naval officers in a 
battle situation that requires 
the utmost of training and clear 
thinking under pressure.

Four years later he founded a 
settlement called Albina, after 
his wife. 
Through Kappler's 


effoits the settlement grew to 
great prosperity, particularly 
after a gold strike in the area 
in 1876. 


Kappler 
went 
back 
to 


Germany in 1879 and died there 
in 1887.

Peter Bauer is a German 


Jew, and all he wanted to 
do was return to the place of 
his birth, Wurzburg, and find 
out what happened to his 
parents after he escaped from 
Germany during World War 
n. 


But Elliott Arnold's Forests 


of the Night doesn't make it 
easy for Bauer, who after his 
escape participated in bombing 
runs on Wurzburg. He lands in 
the middle of rising German 
nationalism — a neo-Nazism 
without the anti-Semitism of 
World War II. 


He is the son of a once pro- 


minent official in Wurzburg, 
and his return does not go un- 
noticed by the youthful na- 
tionalists, particularly Werner 
Hausinann. Nor do others in 
the city neglect Bauer, who 
becomes something of a con- 
fessor to their sins. 


But Bauer's travel through- 


out the city leaves two deaths 
in its wake — creating the im- 
pression that neo-nationalism is 
deeply rooted and to be reckon- 
ed with. 


Now an official with the U.S. 


State Dept., Bauer is a target 
for 
Hausmann 
and 
h i s 


followers, not because of his 
Jewish descent, but because 
Bauer 
participated 
in 
the 


bombing of Wurzburg. "Admit 


that bombing Wurzburg was an 
act of terror" demands one of 
the neo-nationalists before they 
assault Bauer. 


Bauer survives the beating, 


and the high point of the novel 
occurs when he testifies against 
the gang. The trial turns out to 
be an accusation against Bauer 
for his participation in the 
bombing raids. 


It's a nice tactic, which even 


Bauer's attorney seems to ac- 
cept, but one of the defendants 
has misgivings about the at- 
tempted murder and confesses. 
Then follows an attempted ab- 
duction of Bauer, the intent of 
which is apparently to show 
that neo-nationalism in Ger- 
many runs much deeper than 
Ilausmann's gang.

Here for the first time she 


comes to grips with them 
directly. The plot development 
in 
Wonderland 
is 
clearly 


subordinate to the enigma of 
personality development and 
memory phenomena, and the 
numerous subplots in Won- 
derland are developed only to 
the extent that they touch on 
these subjects. 


The vehicle for 
all this 


ephemeral cerebral activity is 
one Jesse Harte, the sole 
survivor of a mass family 
murder, later to become Jesse 
Vogel, then Jesse Pedersen. 
and finally Dr. Jesse Vogel. 


Jesse exhibits a remarkable 


and 
not 
entirely 
credible 


chameleon-like quality in his 
ability 
to 
soak 
up 
the 


personality and c h a r a c t e r 
traits of those around him 
without ever displaying 
any

evidence 
of 
a 
c e n t r a l 


personality core. 


It is the absence of any real 


self that is so disturbing about 
the ever changing and terrify- 
ing Jesse. 
He should not surprise any 


regular reader of Joyce Carol 
Oates, however. She has an 
a c k n o w l e d g e d gift for 
recognizing the monsters in 
human beings, and if she por- 
trays them somewhat bigger 
than life, at least she brings 
them to the surface, where 
readers may consciously con- 
front them as they do not in 
their own lives. 


On the other hand, one might 


hope that the remarkable Oates 
talent will be utilized in a more 
realistic 
manner 
after 
this 


superlative monsterizing pro- 
ject. 


Trauma, suffered time after 


time by Jesse, no doubt creates 
superlative monsters, but one 
wanders through the maze of 
Wonderland with a strong sense 
that it is a conscious cataloging 
of horrors strung out one after 
another, some more appalling 
than others but all zeroing in 
solely for shudder effect on 
blood and oozing guts, the 
awful interplay of mind and 
body and the mutual tortures 
each inflicts on the other. 


Even if he has great ad- 


miration for Miss Gates' talent, 
the reader is apt to come away 
from Wonderland somewhat 
disenchanted. There may even 
be a keen disappointment that 
this apparently climactic work 
on the 
enigma 
of human 


personality structure and the 
functioning 
of 
memory 
is 


overdone, 


In its way it is almost porno- 


graphic, dwelling as it does on 
mental and physical aberrations 
to an extent disproportionate to 
any (so-called) redeeming social 
value it may have. 


Like 
all 
Oates 
fiction, 


Wonderland is an ordeal to 
read. And this reviewer, for 
one, was disappointed in the 
lack of substance that the col- 
lection of horrors seemed to 
offer. In this respect, at least, 
it seems to merit its title.

Washington, D.C.. and 
Detroit, more than 20 percent of sub- 
scribers already have them. And the 
trend, according to Larry Johnson of 
American Telephone and Telegraph, "is 
up and up." 


The telephone companies' are tn.ing 


to reverse the trend b\ charging sub- 
scribers from 50 cents to one dollar per 
month for not lisling them in phone 
direc;ories. BLII such tactics in discour- 
agement are simply not working. 


In 30 states where the public utility 


commissions permit an extra charge for 
de-listing, subscribers are willing to pav 
the additional fee. 


Why? For a variety of reasons. A lead- 


ing one is that people want to protect 
their privacy irom invasion bv ^ale< per- 
sonnel. 


Lots for sale 


Over the year- solicitation bv phone 


ha? become increasingly more 
com- 


mon. "In the course of a single day.." 
one Los Angeles housewife reported, 
"i was phoned by a cemetery lot sales- 
man, a newspaper subscription sales- 
man, a cosmetics saleslady, a used-car 
salesman, an insurance salesman, and 
a TV saJesman. 


"I finally got fed up and asked Pacific 


Telephone for an unlisted number. \'ow 
I'm not even bothered by bill collec- 
tors. It's a great relief." 


Another popular reason for boasting 


an unlisted number is status. I t s be- 
coming the "in" 
thing, a symbol that 


the subscriber is so important that he 
can't afford to make public his number. 


In Beverlv Hills, Calif., where manv of 


the film stars live, an unlisted phone 
number is a required status symbol. 


There is not a single film star in Cali- 


fornia with a listed number. And even 
those with unlisted numbers have them 
changed every few months as thev be- 
come known. 


Dick Havmes. a crooner who's been 


married five or six times, used to change 
his number monthly to avoid baras«- 


ment bv his ex-wives and their lawyers. 
Mickey Roonev. it is reported, does the 
same thing, tlvis Presley is bevond 
reach via telephone excepl when his 
wife or manager. Colonel Parker, are on 
the line. 


Occupational hazard 


Of late there has been a rise in crank 


and obscene calls. Students who have 
been "flunked" by their teachers will 
phone these same instructors at two or 
three in the morning, mask their voices, 
and vindictively tell them off, or ihev 
will ring up a teacher at 4 a.m.. and 
then simply hang up when the phone is 
answered. 


Women who have been bothered bv 


obscene phone callers are advised by 


the telephone companies to change 
their numbers and to list their first 
names by initial only in the phone di- 
rectory. Judy Clark, for example, should 
list her name as J Clark. But many re- 
cipients of "filthy phone calls" prefer to 
de-list themselves completely. 


The telephone companies, which are 


after all in the business of promoting 
more not fewer phone calls, are op- 
posed to unlisted numbers. They say 
they cause problems. 


Special handling 


Pat 
McKelvey, 
a spokesman for 


Pacific Telephone, explains that unfisted 
numbers require special handling, that 
people get angry when a directory as- 
sistance operator says, "I'm sorry but 
the subscriber has requested that we do 
not give out his phone number." 


Callers frequently become irate, de- 


mand lo talk to (he supervisor, alter- 
nately threaten and cajole, but it is no 
use. The information operators them- 
selves do not have access to the num- 
bers of the unlisted subscribers These 
lists are mainlained in one central of- 
fice, are available only on an "emer- 
gency life and death basis," although 


the FBI and the Secret Service appar- 
ently encounter no trouble in getting 
anyone's unlisted phone number. 


All they do is to drop in on a phone 


company security executive, flash their 
credentials, and generally they are given 
whatever information they request. One 
of the FBI documents stolen from the 
Media, Pa., office and distributed to the 
press, reveals a list of so-called unlisted 
phone numbers and addresses made 
available to the FBI by Bell Telephone 
of Pennsylvania. 


Robert Reynolds, in charge of security 


for that company, says, "What hap- 
pened in that case is that the FBI came 
to us with a list of phone numbers and 
asked us for the matching names and 
addresses Whether the FBI got those 
numbers by wiretap, or how they got 
them, I don't know. But our policy is 
to give them or any other recognized 
law enforcement agency the names and 
addresses. 


"What we will not give the FBI is a 


subscriber's unlisted phone 
number 


without a subpoena. Our understand- 
ing with our subscribers is that the tele- 
phone company will not reveal their 
unlisted phone numbers without a sub- 


poena. But we will reveal the name and 
address of a subscriber if a law officer 
already has the unlisted number. We 
consider that our civic responsibility." 


Clarence Ziegler, a Bell Telephone 


executive in Philadelphia, declares, 
"The problem of unlisted telephone 
numbers is rapidly becoming a night- 
mare for us. 


"An unlisled phone number," he ex- 


plains, "used to be a status symbol. In 
some communities it still is. But here 
in Philadelphia it's become a manifesta- 
tion of fear. 


Afraid of theft 


"Subscribers in residential or subur- 


ban districts simply don't want to be 
listed m any directory. They're afraid 
of robbery. Thieves scout a neighbor- 
hood and spot a likely house. They get 
the name of the owner, look up his 
phone number, then call to see if he's 
in. If no one answers, they realize that 
the house in question is an easy mark 
for robbery. That's what people are 
most afraid of And that's why they're 
de-listing themselves in droves." 


Ziegler also claims that unlisted num- 


bers incur additional expense for the 


telephone company. "Our operators 
have to spend more time with custo- 
mers. We have to compile special lists. 
It takes time and money to be diplo- 
matic I'm telling you—it's become a 
growing headache." 


A well-known and highly-regarded 


Los Angeles psychiatrist, Dr. Gerald 
Aronson, believes that some people use 
an unlisted phone number to increase 
their self-esteem, others because they 
are defiant of a computerized society 
which depersonalizes everyone into a 
number, list, or credit rating. He con- 
cludes that there are six main reasons 
why people demand unlisted telephone 
numbers 
paranoia, privacy, prestige, 


professionalism, pomposity, and 
poverty. 


For decades a standard gag here has 


held that Beverly Hills is so exclusive 
that its fire department has an unlisted 
number. While only this last summer 
one enterprising college student sold to 
unsuspecting tourists the unlisted tele- 
phone numbers of Paul Newman, Steve 
McQueen, and Raquel Welch, all of 
whom it turned out, according to the 
phoney number, resided in the west 
Los Angeles animal shelter.

Usually, telephone employees pro- 


tect the privacy of unlisted 
sub- 


scribers. But recently one 
Hartford, 


Conn, operator allegedly didn't—and 
as a result the Southern New England 
Telephone Company is being sued for 
half a million dollars.

Richard Wilson plotted to rob Con- 
necticut banker Paul Montinicri. Ac- 
cording (n po'ico, however, he invaded 
the home of (he wrong Paul Mont''ni- 
ori. When he discovered his mistake, 
authorities say, he called directory 
assistance, which obligingly gave him 
the banker's unlisted phone number 
and address. Then, he forced 
the 


wrong Paul Montinieri to drive him 
to the home of the right one His plan 
was lo hold Montinieri's wife and 
family hostage while tho victim with- 
drew money from the bank. 


The scheme miscarried when Mon- 


tinieri's 
two 
teenaged 
children 


slipped out and alerted a neighbor, 
who called police. Wilson, wounded 
in the ensuing gun/ight, was found 
dead several days afterward, an ap- 
parent suicide. The would-be robber 
never got his money, but the family 
has set a $500,000 price tag on its 
three-hour ordeal.

M day-care center in Litlle Rock has come up with 
M 
the revolutionary idea of using the time that 
U smalt children are left in its custody to educate 
Mm them, rather than wasting it in aimless activities. 


This concept of early, continuous, away-from- 


home education for youngsters starling almost in in- 
fancy is attracting deep interest elsewhere and, if it 
spreads, could change the face of American educa- 
tion 


Unlike many olher day-care centers, which are 


merely places where working mothers park their tod- 


rdlers all day and pick them up at night, Little Rock's 
Kramer School, a renovated structure in a mixed 
black-and-white neighborhood, is a hive of purpose- 
ful activity where three-year-olds learn numbers and 
four-year-olds explore basic math concepts. And all 
the while the building^also functions as a regular 
elementary school through the sixth grade, 


First years critical 


"Ours is a new kind of educational delivery sys 


tern," says Dr Betlye Caldwell, the petite redhead 
educator m charge of the Center for Early Develop- 
ment, which runs the innovative Kramer project 
"The firsl few years of life are critical for normal de- 
velopment as a human being In this process, day care 
should not be separated from education We're striv- 
ing for a setup which can be adopted or adapted m 
other communities through the nation." 


So important do educational authorities regard ihe 


LiUle Rock experiment that the Office of Child De- 
velopment is investing $2 million m it, and the par- 
ticipants include the State Department of Education, 
Ihe Little Rock school system, and the University of 
Arkansas 


Central to the project, initiated by Bettye Caldwell 


two years ago, is the conviction thai it is not only pos- 
sible but essential to give formal education to very 
young children whose mothers are separated from 
them all day By providing instruction in the same

"An early enrichment program can't 


touch the lives of children in a signifi- 
cant way unless it's linked to public 
education," says Bettye, who is the wife 
of a surgeon. "Only in the public 
schools can you reach a large number 
of day-care children, and give them 
educational continuity, start- 
ing with infancy. Like this, 
there is no danger of a child 
losing out later, as some chil- 
dren m other programs have 
lost their early gams." 


For the day-care children, 


school starts early at the cen- 
ter—at 7 a.m., two hours be- 
fore the regular elementary 
grade children arrive Their 
parents drop them off on the 
way to their jobs.

their children during working hours. We 
look at it from the standpoint of the 
child's enrichment. Our day care ac- 
tually strengthens the bonds between 


mothers and children. In many cases, 
we take enough of a load off a mother 
so that she can be more loving, more 
patient, and take more time to play with 
the child. Separation during the day 
can heighten the enjoyment and appre- 
ciation of each other when they are to- 


One three-year-old named Billy, who 
threw temper tantrums regularly when 
he first came, has now turned into a 
creative and constructive 
leader of

With results like these—and with an 


estimated 6 million pre-school children 
with working mothers in the U.S.—it's 
no wonder that education and child 
psychologists from all over the country, 
and some from countries like Brazil, 
Israel, Taiwan and Ghana, have been 
flocking to Little Rock to see the Center 
for Early Development in action. 


Enthusiastic response 


One of these visiting experts. Prof. 


Joan Coslello of Yale's Child Study Cen- 
ter, sums up the prevalent feeling this 
way: "This is one of the most exciting 
educational demonstrations going on in 
the country today. In this combination 
of day care and school, elementary 
grade pupils have a chance to learn 
about little children and parenthood. 
The day-care children were deeply in- 


terested in-what they were doing and 
learning a lot. What impressed me is 
that it is a happy place. I see the Kramer 
program as potentially a model for the 
schools of the future." 


To Bettye Caldwell, the promise of 


her day-care venture extends far beyond 
proficiency in schoolwork. 


Social awareness stressed 


"Before a child leaves us we hope 


he will have acquired a love of learning 
and be able to meet all later school 
experiences," she says. "But we want 
him also to have made substantial prog- 
ress toward becoming a responsible cit- 
izen.

broke up when sister Lucy got married. 


Carly dropped out of Sarah Lawrence 


after two years to seek her fortune in 
music. She cut her first record three 
years later, for Albert Grossman, Bob 
Dylan's manager. It was a false start. 
Ciossman never released the record. 


"He told me," 
Carly remembers, 


"that I would never make it as a singer 
because 1 hadn't 'suffered enough,' my 
rich family and all that. I think that's 
nonsense. Anybody who goes through 
adolescence suffers. Anyway, my fam- 
ily didn't believe in my being 'idle rich.' 
They encouraged me to be indepen- 
dent. They loaned me money but I al- 
ways paid it back. For a while I worked 
at Newsweek as little more than a 
human machine, typing form letters to 
irate subscribers. 


"It was a long, hard haul/' Carly says, 


before my first album came out last 
year. My songs, which are largely auto- 
biographical, reflect all those ups and 
downs." 


Breaking free 


Kris, who wrote his first song at age 


11 (entitled: / Hate You), also had to 
break loose from his family and former 
life to get a foothold in the music busi- 
ness. "I wanted to be a writer," he ex- 
plains. "Whife I was at Oxford, Tommy 
Steele's promoter tried to make me into 
a kind of teenage singing idol—they 
named me Kris Carson and I did a TV 
show that was really awful. I said to my- 
self, 'I'll never get into the music busi- 
ness again' and I stuck with writing, but 
that didn't work out either. Some pub- 
lishers asked to look at an unfinished 
novel I'd written, but they sent rejection 
slips. 


"I'm not the most stable cat in the 


world," Kris admits. "I dove out, got 
married and went into the Army. I 
hated the Army—I was in for almost 


five years. I was in the depths, not writ- 
ing or anything. Finally the Army as- 
signed me to teach English literature at 
West Point so I bailed out again and 
landed in Nashville." 


In the capital of country western 


music, Kris worked alternately as a 
laborer, bartender, janitor in a record- 
ing studio, writing songs at night. The 
move eventually broke up his family. 
"There were some pretty depressing 
days," Kris admits. "My wife said she 
wasn't going to starve as the wife of a 
musician." 


Brainy talent 


The fact that Carly and Kris have 


both made it to the top is due as much 
to brains as to perseverance and native 
vocal ability. Both are probably more 
talented as songwriters than as singers. 
Kristofferson's Me and Bobby McGee 
and Sunday Mornin' Comin' Down are 
two of the most successful songs in 
years. Carly hit the jackpot first time out 
with That's (he Way I've Always Heard 
It Should Be. 


The two are also trying new things. 


Carly, whose anatomy matches her life 
style—tall, free and swinging-—appears 
frequently on the pages of high fashion 
magazines as a prototype of the coun- 
terculture. Kris recently made his star 
debut in the title role of Bill Norton's 
drug-dealing Cisco Pike. 


It's not surprising, considering they

They 
sing a double bill together, ending with 
a duo of Kris' song, Help Me Make It 
Through the Night. When the song is 
over, Kris gives Carly a kiss and sa/s, 
"You 
helped me make it through,
